Dear Mr. Lehrer: 


On August 26, 1975, Order Number 24-75-1045 was issued to you by the 
Department of Natural Resources. It has been noticed, after a close 
review of the order, that provision number 4 of the order section has a 
mistyped date in it. The date for submission of an acceptable abandon- 
ment plan under that alternative should be April 1, 1976 and not 

April 1, 1975. Therefore, order provision number 4 is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


"4. In lieu thereof, or in the event that the hydrogeologic investigation 
indicates that the area is not suitable for continued operation of a solid 
waste disposal facility, the order recipient shall by April 1, 1976, submit 

to the Department of Natural Resources an acceptable abandonment plan for 

the complete and total abandonment of said facility by October 1, 1976. 

The order recipient shall then terminate said operation and close and 

abandon said solid waste disposal facility in accordance with ss NR 151.12(10), 
Wisconsin Administrative Code, and the approved abandonment plan delineated 
above."

SUBJECT: Jim Lehrer's Landfill Site 


On September 15, 1975, I inspected Jim Lehrer's landfill site. At the time of 

the inspection many things were being done to comply with the Memorandum of Under- 
standing. As of that inspection, I have figured out the number of days of violations 
of each provision of the order. Provisions 1-A and 1-B were complied with. Provision 
1-C requires daily cover. This has been complied with on a day or two throughout 

last year. However, the demolition material and other wastes over by the incinerator 
have never been covered on a daily basis. Therefore, you could say that this provision, 
1-C, has never been complied with as of this date. Provision number 2 has been 
complied with. Provision number 3-A has been complied with in certain areas; however, 
there has been a continued violation of this provision over by the old incinerator. 
Provision 3-A is the same thing. Areas over by the old incinerator have not been 
covered with six inches of earth material so that some areas in the fill have never 
been covered. Provision 3-C has been compromised with. It was agreed that they 
would maintain the erosion control in this area of the creek until additional cover 
was brought in. There is no violation here. Number 3-D - the violation ran from 
September 7, 1974, past April 23, 1975. However, the exact date of providing the « 
screening was not known. Provision number 4 has been complied with. Provision number 
5-A, the removal of salvageable material, has not been completely complied with. All 
salvageable material should be removed within the next week. 


Therefore, provision 1-C has been in violation for 404 days. Provision 3-A has 
been in violation for 373 days, provision 3-B has been in violation 373 days, provision 


3-D has been in violation at least 229 days, and provision 5~A has been in violation 
340 days, for a total of 1,720 days of violations, as of September 15, 1975.

SUBJECT: James Lehrer - Lehrer Sanitation Service 


On September 15, 1975, I inspected Lehrer's landfill site to see if the conditions 
and the memorandum of understanding agreed upon with the Attorney General's office 
have been met. As a result.of this inspection, the following comments will be made 
of each of the points: 


1. The recipient has not completely abandoned that area of paper mill sludge and 
shredder waste near the incinerator. This work is approximately 3/4 completed. 
On talking with a representative of Lehrer's, he indicated that the work should 
be done by the end of this week. Difficulty in completing this covering was 
realized when the area received large amounts of rain within the last several 
weeks. 

2. Mr. Lehrer is in the process of mixing thebark waste with this municipal 
refuse and covering it on a daily basis. 

3. The defendent is disposing the sludge in the manner outlined. Sludge is disposed, 
then covered with shredded mill refuse, and then covered after every day of 
operation, with adequate cover material. The large paper mill sludge area has. 
been approximately 3/4 completed. 

4. Provision four is being taken care of in an acceptable manner. 

5. The defendent is removing all salvageable materials which were disposed in the 
ravine. Any residue will then be properly covered and the area abandoned. 

6. The defendent has compacted and pushed over the demolition material at the 
incinerator site. However, it has not been covered. This material will be 
covered within the next several days. 


On reviewing this site it is noted that a substantial amount of work has been done to 
comply with this memorandum of understanding. Due to inclement weather, it was not 
possible to meet these deadline dates. However, I feel that Mr. Lehrer is making an 


honest effort. This site will be reinspected again within the next week and a half 
to see if many of the areas have been completed as required by this agreement.

Your interest in this case is appreciated as well as your bringing this 
to the attention of a number of elected officials. Unfortunately, most 
contacts with the public and elected officials are in regard to not 
proceeding with action against a bad situation. Most contacts are on the 
part of the violator seeking to bring pressure on the Department not to 
take action because of increased cost to the violator or because they feel 
the Department has too much power over such operations. 


If My. Lehrer follows through on the points contained in the stipulation, 
some relief to your concerns should be evailable by late September. 


Your interest in this matter is appreciated.
